REPORT OF COAL 
STRIKE COMMISSION 


Raises Wages 10 Per Cent., Con- 


demns Coal and Iron Police and 


Provides for Arbitration. 


"Washington, March 21'.—The re- 


port of the commission appointed by 
the president last October to investi- 
gate the anthracite coal strike was. 
made public today. The report is 
dated March 18 and is signed by all 
the Members of the commission, who 
are Judge George Gray, of Delaware; 
Labor 
Commissioner 
Carroll 
D. 


Wright and Brigadier Gsneral John 
M. Wilson, of this city; Bishop John 
L. Spalding, of Illinois; Thomas 31. 
Watkins, of Pennsylvania; Edward 
Parker, of this cty, and Edward E. 
Clark, of Iowa. 


The report is to be illustrated and 


it will be accompanied by the testi- 
mony taken by the commission, but 
thus far only the report proper has 
been printed. 
This alone covers 


eighty-seven pages of printed mat- 
ter. 


In brief the commission recom- 


mends a general increase of wages 
.amounting in most instances to 10 
per cent, some decrease of time; the 
lettlement of all disputes by arbi- 
tration; fixes a minimum wage and a 
gliding scale; provides against dis- 
crimination of persons by either the 
mine owners or the miners on ac- 
count of membership or non-member- 
ship in a labor union and provides 
that the awards made shall continue 
in force until March 31, 1906. The 
commission discussed to some extent 
the matter of recognition or non-rec- 
ognition of th« miners' union, but de- 
clined to make any award on this 
matter. 


- 
[ COMMISSION'S STTMMAEY. 
Following is the commission's own 


nummary of the awards made: 


I. That an increase of 10 per cent 


over and above the rates paid in the 
month of April, i902, be paid to all 
contract miners for 
cutting 
coal, 


-yardage'and other work' for which 


K&nd'ard rates or allowances existed 
at that time, from and after Novem- 
ber 1, 1902, and during the.life of 
this award. The amount of increase 
under the award due for work done 
between Nov. 1, 1902, and April 1, 
1903, to be paid on or before June 
lj 1903. 
'II. That 
engineers who are em- 


ployed in hoisting water shall have 
an increase' of 10 per cent on their 
earnings between Nov. 1, 1902, and 


• April 1, 1903, to be paid on or be- 
fore June 1, 1903; and 
from and 


after April 1, ±903, and during the 
life of the award, they shall have 
tight hour shifts, with 
the same

of the Kossuth party, and demanded 
the punishment of the authorities 
who were responsible for the attacks 
on the students. They sent a depu- 
tation to the premier, who promisee 
to make an inquiry into the matter, 
but pointed out' that the streets did 
not belong to the students, whose 
disturbances endangered the safety 
of the general public. 


Subsequently the Kossuth deputies 


bitterly complained in the diet of 
the action of the police, demandec 
the dismissal of the police prefect 
and abused tha government for post- 
ing the police in positions where t"iey 
were likely to provoke a further col 
lision with the students.

roar became so great that the sitting 
had to be 
suspended. 
On its re- 


sumption Premier De Szell announced 
that the police would b>> withdrawn 
that a strict inquiry would be made, 
and that anyone who had exceeded 
his duty -would be punished.

for the opposition is much stronger 
in the Cuban lower house than in 
the senate. 
Some of the senators 


who called bluntly stated that thi 
treaty would be surely defeated if i 
again came before the United State; 
congress. The officials of the state 
department have not yet given u] 
hope of being able to straighten ou 
tha tangle, but it appears more prob 
able today than .ever that a new 
treaty will, be required.

:he circuit court issued a temporary 
injunction which restrains ithe gas 
company from shutting off gas or in 
any way interfering with the con- 
iumers' use of gas, so long as they 
conform to the gas company's usual 
•egulatioas, and making the order re- 
turnable April 11. 


The action was brought 
by the 


city and was signed by the mayor 
and the special gas 
committee of 


which Councilman Figel is chairman. 


City Attorney Shambaugh 
and 


Judge Colerick have spent the greater 
part of the week in reading authori- 
;ies, looking up decisions and draft- 
ing the complaint, 
which is sup- 


josed to cover every phase which 
may be presented. 


GIST OF THE PETITION. 


The petition is too lengthy to pub- 


;ish, but can be briefly summarized 
as follows: 


It first sets out in full the original 


:ontract made by the Salimonie com- 
pany with the city in 1890, and also 
:he supplementary contract made 
with the Fort Wayne Gas company in 
1900, which contract expires on the 
first day of next month. Particular 
stress is laid on the section of the 
original contract in which the com- 
pany agrees to furnish sufficient gas 
at a specified schedule rate, and also 
to the section in the contract of 1900 
which provides that gas .shall beiur 
nished in sufficient quantities. Then 
the document alleges that when op- 
erations were first commenced the 
company submitted certain 
rules 


and regulations, 
which were sub- 


mitted to the city and were approved 
and thus tacitly became part of the 
original contract, and that it is these 
rules which the company is seeking 
to change without consulting 
the 


city. It then sets out that section 
of the original contract as embodied 
in the rules which provides that 
consumer of gas holding a contract, 
who does not notify the gas company 
on or before the first day of April 
that he wishes to discontinue the 
use of gas, then such failure to no- 
tify shall be regarded as a notice 
that the contract shall continue an- 
other year. 
Now comes the com- 


pany and by printed notices sent to 
consumers, ruthlessly sets aside that 
portion of the rules and notifies con- 
sumers that unless they sign 'a new 
contract before 
April 1 their gas 


•will be summarily shut off, irrespec- 
tive of the rights of the consumer 
under the original contract and con 
trary to the provisions of the fran- 
chise. The city holds that the con- 
tract of the company -with the con 
sumer is not a terminating one un 
less the consumer so elects, and tha 
the company cannot shut off gas afte: 
five days' notice contrary 
to th 


wishes of said consumer, provided 
he complies with reasonable 
rules 


and regulations and pays for the gas 
he uses. 


WANTS COMPANY ENJOINED. 
The prayer of the petitioner 
fol- 


lows and asks that the defendant b 
enjoined from shutting off the ga 
of any consumer who refuses to sign 
the new contract as submitted an< 
insisted on by the company, or in an; 
other way to interfere -with the con 
tinued use of gas by such consumers 
who abide by and observe reasonabl 
rules and regulations of the compan' 
regarding the use of such gas. The 
mandatory section of the complain 
prays that the court order the com 
pany to furnish sufficient gas accord 
ing to the terms of the original con 
tract and franchise, or as much a: 
they are able to, and show cause wh] 
sufficient gas is not furnished o: 
cannot be furnished.' 


In conclusion, a temporary re 


straining order is asked for unti 
such time as the case can be heard 
and then a perpetual injunction i 
asked for, the city giving bond for 
an unlimited undertaking. As stated, 
the action was brought by the city 
from the fact that the city was noti- 
fied the same as individuals that a 
new contract would have to be signed 
by April 1st. under, the penalty of 
having gas shut off. 


SCOPE OF INJUNCTION. 


The complaint and petition was 


presented to Judge O'Rourke this 
afternoon by Attorneys Shambaugh 
and Colerick, 
whereupon an order 


was made restraining the defendant*, 
the said gas company, from shutting 
off any consumers who conform to 
:be reasonable rules of the company 


from in any way interfering with 


iie continued use of gas, and from 
compelling or seeking to compel any 
:onsuniers to sign new contract* or 
insisting that new contracts be made. 
This injunction is to remain in forc« 
until April 11, that being tho last 
day of the present term, and until 
further order of the court. As toon 
as the record is made up and signed 
by the court, which will, be .some . 
time this afternoon, the writ will b« 
placed in the hands of the sheriff . 
for immediate service. Mr. Paul, as-

CHIEF JOSEPH, GREAT GENERAL OF THE NEZ PERCES 


Chief Joseph, the great general of 


tlie brave tribe of the Nea Perces, 
lias again been in Washington. He 
ha* been there many times before, 
always oa the same errand. He has 
1 been there to plead with those in au- 


thority to give back to his people 
their old home in the Wallowa' val- 
ley in Oregon. They are now living 
on "the Colville reservation in Wash- 
ington, but their hearts yearn for 
the home of their fathers. Their de- 
mand can never be granted. Settlers 
have gone to the Wallowa country 
and built' homes and cleared the 
ground. The government can do noth- 
ing for Chief Joseph and the Nei 
Peroes. The chief at last has been 
brought to realize this and ha: gone 
back to tell his people that they need 


* not hope longer to return to the land 


where their fathers are buried. 


The story of Chief Joseph and his 


tribe i» one of the romances which 
record our dealings with the Indians. 
It is a story of deceit, trickery and 
dishonesty. 
Chief Joseph is an old 


man now. There is white in the rav- 
en blackness of his hair and in other 
ways the years are telling. He is 
still a handsome man, with nne fea- 
tures and delightful 
bearing. 
He 


speaks little English. 


*• 
What is now the state of Idaho and 


part of Oregon was the original home 
of the Nez Perces. 
The lower band 


r.- 
was conceded the country south and 
east of the Blue mountains and west 


v of the Snake river. The valley of 


* '^ Wallowa was the very best of their 


possessions and for a time the whites 


settlers pressed in upon the lower 
band of Nea Perces. 
The govern- 


ment sent a commission to buy ths 
lands. The lower Nez Perces refused 
to sign the treaty, but the upper 
band signed it without the right w 
do so, so far as the lands of their 
brethren were concerned. Upon this 
flimsy title the Wallowa valley was 
claimed by the whites. 
Old Joseph, 


father of the present chief, was then 
the ruler of the lower Nez Perces, 
and he refused to let his people ac- 
cept the presents distributed by ttie 
commission- 


"They ai« the 
price of the laud 


which is sold," he said. "If we taks 
the pay the white man will say be 
has Dought our laud also." Old Jo- 


did not seem to covet it. 
The tribe 


welcomed and succored Lewis and 
Clark on their wonderful expedition

proprietorship of 


land. "No man," he is credited with 
saying, "owned any part of the land 
earth, and could not sell what he did 
not own." 
When the old man lay 


dying in 1871 he called Joseph to 
him. The latter tells the story thus: 


"I saw he was dying: I taok his 


hand in mine. He said: 'My son, 
when I am. gone think of your coun- 
try. 
You are the chief of these peo- 


ple. They will look to you to guide 
them. Always . remember that your 
father never sold his country. You 
must always stop your ears whei 
you are asked to sign a treaty selling 
your home. A few more years and 
the white man will be ail aromu 
you. 
They have their eyes on this 


land. Never forget my dying words. 
This country will hold your father's 
body. Never sell thertones of you? 
father and mother.' I told him I 
would protect his grave with my life.

The latter claimed that the whites 
stole their horses, branded their 
young cattle, sold whisky to some of 
their young men and killed them in 
brawls, and that in no case could 
they get justice—because they were 
Indians. Joseph's own brother was 
killed, but he did not seek revenge. 
Said he: "When I learned that they 
had killed one of his own people I 
was heartsick, but I made up my 
mind to .let the murderer escape and 
not take his life for the one he had 
taken."

a commission 


went out and arranged to buy out 


the white squatters for $67,000, but ] 
congress refused to ratify the bar- 
gain and it fell through.

BJBYLOM. 


That the wages of labor, the fees 


of physicians, the rental of farm 
lands in Babylon 2250 B. C. would 
b« authoritatively known, was not 
dreamed of until a few weeks ago. 
The cuneiform inscriptions recently 
found by M. de Morgan have proved 
upon translation 
to be the oldest 


code of laws in existence. 
The coda 


consists of 280 edicts, 
issued by 


Hammurabi (the biblical Amraphei), 


in the 
time of 
of Babylon 


Abraham. 


An English translation of this code 


has been made from the 
German 


translation of Hugo Winckler. This 
Is the code which. Professor Delitzsch 
used in his lecture before the Ger- 
man emperor a few days ago, in 
which he bolstered up the view tha' 
the Babylonian code was' far super 
lor to the laws of Moses and that thi 
latter was a fraud. All this is ab 
surd and no one can. read this oldes 
code without seeing that it is als 
the crudest code of laws .extant.

Ther 
is. no question in this case of interpo 
lations. of transcribers coloring th 
originals to suit changing times, o 
to support sectarian views. We kno' 
the laws of Manu, the Book of th 
Dead, the laws of Mo&es and eve 


he Justinian code have each, and all 
een "doctored by the great physi- 
ian, Time," and it is almost impos- 
ible to say that any given idea in 
ny of these works dates back to the 
ime ascribed to the oldest portion 
f the document in which it is 
ound. 
In this most ancient of known 
:odes we can get ourselves used to 
the swing of the ideas of the ancient 
mind and be better prepared, per- 
laps, to detect interpolations in the 
others. Although the wording of the 
entire code as we have it, and doubt- 
less a few of the edicts themselves, 
were new , and original with Ham- 
murabi and his court, yet for the 
most part it is admittedly a codifica- 
tion, 
&. restatement of old laws that 


had been in existence for centuries 
before Hammurabi.

for divorce, alleging cruelty, abuse, 
beatings, etc., as sufficient cause to 
grant her prayer. She also asks for 
the custody of their

DISTRIBUTING MINE CARS. 
VI. Mine cars shall be distributed 


among miners 
who are at work 


uniformally, and there shall be no 
concerted effort on the part of the 
miners or mine -workers of any col- 
liery or collieries to limit the output 
of the mines or to detract from the 
quality of the work performed, un- 
less such limitation of output be in 
conformity to an agreement between 
an operator or operators and an or- 
ganization representing a majority 
of said miners in his or their em- 
ploy. 


VII. 
In all cases where miners 


are paid by the car the increase 
awarded to the contract miners is 
based upon the cars in use, the top- 
ping required, and the rates paid 
per car which were in force on April 
1, 1902. 
Any increase in the size 


of car or in the topping 
required 


shall be accompanied by an appro- 
priate increase in the rate paid per 


tigation of difllculties, similar to tha 
investigation on which this commis- 
sion has made. The commission ex- 
presses the opinion that with a few 
modifications the federal act of Octo- 
ber, 1888, authorizing a commission 
to settle controversies between rail- 
road corporations and other common 
carriers could be mode th« basis of 
a law for arbitration in the anthra- 
cite coal mining business. 


OPPOSE COMPULSION. 


The commission, however, takes a 


decided position against compulsory 
arbitration.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 


Editor of The Sentinel: This sub- 


|ect is attracting 
much 
attention, 


and in dealing with the question we 
should note the most important fact, 
that public ownership and govern- 
ment ownership are by no means 
synonymous. Russia, as a govern- 
ment, owns railroads, but there is 
no public ownership of railroads in 
Russia, for the reason that the peo- 
ple do not own or control the gov- 
ernment. Thus 
where 
legislative 


power is perverted to private inter- 
ests, where government is managed 
in the interest of a few individuals 
or a certain class, anything in tha 
control 
of government 
becomes 


really priva-te property, although it 
is called public property. If the peo- 
ple are to own and operate public 
utilities, they must own and operate 
the government in all its branches. 
It also follows that the merit sys- 
tem is absolutely necessary to real 
and successful public ownership, in 
order to prevent political monopoly. 
If the legal title to public utilities 
rest in the city or state, all the peo- 
ple will receive a benefit if in the 
hands of efficient and honest officials, 
but no reliance can be placed upon 
the continuance of such good results 
if the doors are open to perversion of 
legislative and administration pow- 
ers. A government is a public util 
ity. 
The doctrine of public owner 


ship of public utilities involves the

public ownership of tie government, 
as w«ll AS the merit system, both of 
which are essential parts of the true 
doctrine of public ownership of pub- 
lic utilities. 


The present demand for 
public 


ownership of the electric lighting 
plant is well founded, and thousands 
of taxpayers are strongly in favor of 
the city owning its own plant, and 
there is no good or sufficient reason 
why the pledges made to the people 
should not be carried out. Yet what 
is the policy? Who would be bene- 
fited? Will it be conducted for the 
benefit of all the people, or will it 
become a public monopoly for private 
benefit of a few persons compared to 
the entire population? In the old 
world it becomes such, for reasons 
stated. In America there is no good 
or valid reason why a public utility 
cannot be conducted for the benefit 
of all classes and conditions *of men. 
The principle reasons of failure in 
American cities can be traced to bad 
management, dishonest officials, or s. 
desire on the part of officials to make 
:he utility non-supporting for the 
purpose of disposing of it to a pri- 
vate corporation. 


Public ownership should be con- 


ducted on a purely business basis, 
and for the purpose of a public profit. 
Let us illustrate: Suppose the local 
street car company became public 
property, would it be fair or equita- 
ble to reduce the fare to mere cost of 
management, which would be a ben- 
efit only to those who used the car, 
and then tax the property of those 
who do not ride on the line, for the 
purpose of making up the deficiency, 
or repairing the property? A fair 
mind would say that is a bad policy. 
On the other hand let us suppose 
that all persons who use the street 
car line pay the same fare as they 
do now, thus making a profit, that 
would reduce the 
burden of taxes 


upon the man who used a carriage, 
bicycle or had no use for either. The 
profit so derived could be used for 
paying the municipal expenses, thus 
reducing taxation. In other words, 
if the city owned all of the public 
utilities of this city, the profits' dei 
rived from them could be made to. 
pay all public expenses, thus reliev- 
ing the people from taxation upon 
property, and those who used 
the 


utility would receive what they paid 
for, while the man who does not use 
it is not taxed to support a plant 
from which he derives no benefit. 


No business man would consent to 


conduct

commercial enterprise 


vith prices based only upon cost of 
production and management. 
He 


would at once conclude that the re- 
sult would be a failure, and would 
not invest his money, time .and en- 
ergy. Why, then, should the same

policy of expense only on a public 
utility? 


The only object of public owner- 


ship is public benefit, hence if there 
is no public ^benefit, why enter into 
public ownership of any public util- 
ity, to be managed for expense only. 
When it can be 'shown that every 
property owner will receive * bene- 
fit, you can enlist his co-operation 
and endorsement, but when one citi- 
zen must be taxed for the benefit of 
another citizen, he will object Pub- 
lic ownership is up to yie people. It 
is now a strong factor in political 
policies of organized parties, and tha 
first important question is what pol- 
icy shall be advocated; and second, 
how far shall public ownership ex- 
tend. 
There are now three classes 


of citizens who are discussing this 
question. 
First, those who believe 


that all pubjic utilities should be- 
long to private 
corporations, and 


they point out a long list of failures 
brought about principally by reasons 
above cited; second, those who go 
to the opposite extreme, and advo- 
cate public ownership of all means 
of production and distribution; this 
policy has been experimented with 
more or less for 
several hundred 


years, and has been a failure for the 
reason that it destroys individual ef- 
forts; and third, those who propose 
to limit public ownership strictly to 
the utilities known as public monop- 
olies, 
such 
as 
waterworks,' gas 


plants, electric light, street cars and 
local telephone systems for cities, 
and strongly advocate the policy of 
public ownership to be operated upon 
a profit-making basis, thus insuring 
success, giving every citizen and tax- 
payer a substantial 
benefit along 


lines suggested. Which do you want, 
citizens of Fort Wayne? It is up to 
the voters. Meetings should be held 
throughout the city —here free dis- 
cussion can be had.

He contrasts their 
former heathen condition with their 
inestimable privileges as disciples of 
Christ. The apostle first shows that 
through divine love they were called 
to God, and then that it is their duty 
to walk worthily of their calling (4:1). 
Our lesson falls in the first part, where 
he is dwelling upon the fact that they 
were saved, not by works, but by grace 
—were in fact God's workmanship. 


The letter of Paul to the Ephesians 


has been spoken of as "a legacy of 
peace left to the church by Paul the 
nged." Though the letter Is short, it 
is one of the greatest of the NC-VT Testa- 
ment writings. Paul is not far from 
the end of his life; the controversial 
tone is gone, and he speaks of peace 
and unity in Christ. The letter was 
written from Rome, where Paul was a 
prisoner. It was not written solely 
to the church at Ephesus, butas a kind 
of 'circular letter to the churches of 
the region, perhaps to all those in the 
province of which Ephesus was cap- 
ital. This accounts for the absence, 
very unusual in Paul's letters, of per- 
sonal greetings and allusions. The let- 
ter is divided into two main parts, (1) 
doctrinal (1-3), and (2) practical (4-6). 
Our lesson comes from the first sec- 
tion, and is on the effect of Christ in 
the heart. The lesson should not be 
studied simply as something said by 
another person to other persons, but 
should be-.at the same time a serious 
looking over of our own heart life. 


Paul begins to the Gentiles, to whom, 


he was writing: "When'ye "were dead 
through your trespasses and sins," 
but before the end of the sentence it 
has changed to we. He speaks of him- 
self and his people, the Gentiles, all, 
as having been in this condition of 
d.eaclness to the claims of the life that 
is high and good. They had been alive 
to desires and lusts, but dead to obli- 
gation and God. "The course of this 
world:" They had lived in a corrupt 
and gbdless world, and were like it; 
they had drifted with the current. 
"The prince of the powers of the air:" 
The idea was current in Paul's time
